It was found near the 
"racks" at the Telulah mill on S. Is- 
land by Fred Hengstler, a watchman 
at the mill. 


The drowning was accidental. Dr. H. 


E. Ellsworth, county coroner, decided 
Thursday morning after viewing the 
body. There was not a mark on the 
body indicating that the man might 
have met violence or been tho victim 
of foul play. There will be an inquest, 
it was indicated at the office of John 
A. Lonsdorf, district attorney. 


A watch and a package of tobacco 


were the only things found in his 
pockets. The watch still was run- 
ring. The fact that he still had the 
watch convinces police that the aged 
man was not robbed. 
-He became an inmate of th»;City 
Home about six weeks' 'ago, having 
lived at the P. J. Nabbefeid hotel, 1200 
S. Oneida-st, before that time. 


So -far as is known,, the dead man 


has no .relatives. He was in the habit 
of spending- the summers in the woods 
either in northern Wisconsin or Mich- 
igan, but "always returned to Apple- 
ton in the fall.

Last night he left the home about 
6:30, apparently bound for the Nab- 
befcld hotel, it is believed.

on S. Oneida-st. 


He was born in St. John. Calumet - 


co, according to friends, who report 
that they do not know of any living 
relatives. He has spent the last 17 or 
18 winters in Appleton.

Conservation Measure Estab- 


lishes New Six Man Com- 


mission in State 


Madison — UP)— The state senate 


Thursday engrossed and passed Sena- 
tor K. Bruce Johnson's conservation 
bill providing for establishment of a 
six man commission to take the place 
of the present conservation system in 
Wisconsin. The vote was 28 to 2, only 
Senators White and Gettclman voting 
against the measure. 
, The commission, as stated in the 
bill, would be appointed by the gover- 
nor with the consent of the senate. A 
maximum salary of ?6,500 is provided. 


Several amendments held up the fi- 


nal action. One by Senator Sauthoff, 
•would permit condemnation of lands 
needed in the construction of roads 
leading to all lakes. This was adopt- 
ed. 


Another amendment, by Schumann, 


restricting the new commission from 
having the power to create flsh hatch- 
eries and game farms, as allowed in 
the original bill, was rejected. 


Senator 
Gettelman 
offered 
an 


amendment providing for the appoint- 
ment of the six men by the governor, 
president of the senate and speaker 
of the assembly, each naming two. He 
explained this amendment was intro- 
duced in an attempt to keep the ap- 
pointments "out of politics." 
This 


was also rejected. An attempt 
by 


Roethe to reduce the commission to 
five men met the same fate. 


Unable to complete its calendar, the 


senate voted to recess until Thursday 
evening. 


CONTINUE HIGHWAY DISPUTE 
Continuing his efforts to abolish the 


present highway .commission. Senator 
Schumann introduced Thursday a bill 
ttirough'the senate highways commit- 
tee calling for a five man, full time 
commission to be appointed from Cer- 
tain districts in the state by the gov- 
ernor. 


A previous move by the Watertown 


senator, advocating a commission* of 
three men appointed by the .governor 
with no district distinction, was de- 
feated when it reached the assembly 
Wednesday. He followed with a mo- 
tion asking permission to introduce 
the bill himself in the upper house, 
but the request was denied. 
Senator Lange's bill, abolishing the 


municipal court in Eau Claire-co and 
conferring additional powers on the 
county courts, was also passed. 


ELIMINATE TEACHERS' FUND 
The senate, in a 
special session 


Wednesday night, passed by a vote 
of 21 to 10, tho Daggett bill, repealing 
the surtax on all incomes of more 
than ?3,000 and practically eliminat- 
ing" the state teacher's fund. 


The bill, which has been a sore spot 


in the legislature for weeks, was fi- 
nally passed after an amendment by 
Senator Caldwcll. Lodi. was adopted. 
The amendment changed a clause the 
original bill which closed the retire- 
ment fund to teachers, and substituted 
a clause which provides that those 
teachers now under contract in that 
system, have the privilege of remain- 
ing in the fund, or of withdrawing 
their contributions with interest. 


Under the present system, every 


teacher is assessed 5 per cent of his 
salary aa an annual premium, the 
fund collected thereby, being used for 
the payment of pensions. 


The repeal of tho surtax 
would 


mean tho lifting1 of a burden, par- 
ticularly from those Wisconsin cor- 
porations now paying heavy revenue. 
Approximately ono and one half mil- 
lion dollars were paid into the state 
last year by this tax.

United States district attorney for the 
Eastern district of Wisconsin since 
1923,' died at 3 o'clock Thursday morn- 
ing-, at his home here after 2& years 
illness with bladder trouble. 


He was appointed federal district 


attorney following the death of Ed- 
ward Miller, Marinette, who was killed 
in an elevator accident in Milwaukee 
in 1923. At the time he was living 
at Fond du Lac where he practiced 
law for 25 years, coming there from 
Ripon where he had .engaged in law 
practice. For t\to years he was edi- 
tor of the Wpon Press. He 'waspromi- 
nent in Republican politics for y« 
H« was district attorney of -iTond 
Lac-co from 1900-1904 and 
was de- 


feated for congress 'by Congressman 
Charles Weisse, a. Democrat.. 
, . 


Born on a farm in Racine-co, Mr. 


Morse was educated at Ripon college, 
where he graduated in 1S94, and at 
the University of -Wisconsin. He was 
an all around athlete, a fleet distance 
runner and a'star on the diamond and 
gridiron. Ho was 57 years old. 


Mr. Morse is survived by his widow, 


and two children Birncy K., a grad- 
uate of West Point, and Miss Beatrice, 
an alumnus of the University of Wis- 
consin. 


The appointment of Mr. Morse as 


United States district attorney follow- 
ed long service to the Republican 
party. Ho was chairman of the Fond 
du Lac-co Republican committee for 
eight years and was mentioned for im- 
portant offices at various times. He 
was suggested for attorney general 
several times, but declined to run. He 
was United States court commissioner 
at Fond du Lac for years until he re- 
signed in 1920. 


With the death of Mr. Miller, Sena- 


tor Lenroot recommended the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Morse. He was nominat- 
ed by President Harding and confirm- 
ed by the senate.

Engineers Predict Flood Will 


Top Bayou Levees Be- 


fore Nightfall 


New Orleans—(A>)—Under the pres- 


sure of steadily rising backwaters the 
Bayou DCS Glaises levees were holding 
early Thursday, but with warning: that 
a crevasse might occur at any mo- 
ment. 


Throughout the night citizens and 


laborers filled sandbags to stop the 
flow of water through hastily con- 
structed topping and to raise higher 
the dike between BordelonviIIe and 
Sarto, 125 miles on an airline north- 
west of here and on the west side of 
the Atchafalaya river from the Mis- 
sissippi. 


Flood relief headquarters at Baton 


Rouge were notified that the 
water 


had nearly reached the top of the dike 
and army engineers expressed the be- 
lief that before nightfall flood waters 
would be cascading over the top, if a. 
crevasse did not occur before then. 


Livestock in the threatened area 


has been removed to safety and all 
residents 
have 
moved 
to 
higher 


ground, except the 1,000 or more de- 
termined men who sent out word ear- 
lier this week, "if it goes out, it will go 
out with us on top of it." 


Plans have gone forward for a relief 


in event of a crevasse. A rescue fleet 
has been concentrated at strategic 
points. 


A crevasse at the threatened dike 


within the next 24 hours would cause 
much of the flood waters from the Ar- 
kansas breaks and other crevasses to 
be diverted down the Atchafalaya bas- 
in bringing some relief to Mississippi 
river levees.

"Millions of people imagine that they'*- 


cannot enjoy classical music and with- 
out thought turn to the latest jasz hiu 
for consolation. Increasing thousands* 
however, are making good music more 
and more a part of their lives. What 
is the difference between these two 
classes of people? Here is what Mr. \ 
Edison has to say on the subject. 
Ques. If a million people love jazx for 


every thousand that love classical 
music, doesn't that prove there is 
something wrong with classical 
music? 


Ans. No. The jazz lovers get a 


strong, immediate sensation. The 
rhythm stimulates them but the ef- 
fect soon wears off. Popular music 
is immediately understood, but with 


* repetition it becomes at first weari- 


some and then intolerable. Classical 
music is more subtly compounded, 
it becomes increasingly enjoyable as 
it becomes more familiar. Like a 
great painting or a great book, it 
broadens and enriches the lives of 
those who understand it. 


Ques. Why does the average popular 


melody have so short a period of 
popularity? 


Ans. 
I believe the mechanism of the 


inner ear may have something to do 
with it.

Ques. Are you of the opinion, then. 
that people should give up so-called 
popular music, and listen to nothing 
but classical compositions? 


Ans. 
By no means. Life is a compli- 


cated experience. One needs change 
from day to day and from hour to 
hour. Most of us like ice cream for 
dinner and don't care for it for break- 
fast. Jazz is a splendid thing for 
the right time and the right mood. 
To -fall into a rut in which it is the 
only source of musical enjoyment is. 
however, as dangerous as an un- 
varied diet of ice cream or candy 
would be. 


Ques. How would you advise the aver- 


age person to acquire an appreciation 
for good music? 


Ans. Few of us are bom with a 
natural taste for the better class of 
music. Like oysters, olives, toma- 
toes and tobacco, it is an acquired 
taste. Most of us don't take the 
trouble to acquire a taste for good 
music, and thereby shut ourselves 
out from an entire world of genuine 
enjoyment. I advise these who buy 
only jazz records and tunes with 
simple melodies to buy at least one 
record of the better class each time. 
You will gradually find that you will 
acquire a liking for this different 
music. Once you have so acquired 
this taste it will live with you, open- 
ing up a new world to you which 
great composers have made so glori- 
ous.

dertake a similar feat, and because in a 


general way French feeling for the Amer-

tire United States who would have 


_wrongly advised Xungesser and Coli, or 
-who did not wish them well, or who

itwould not have applauded the success of 
"2 their exploit. We trust our sportsmanship 
j«is not at the low ebb intimated by hasty 
^foreign criticism. 
£ Americans were greatly interested in 
£the Paris flight. They wanted the French- 
» men to win. Their loss, if they are gone, • 
*is received with wide-spread regret and 
* sympathy. We do not have that kind of 
* jealousy and rivalry in our makeup that 
•takes a secret satisfaction out of tragedy 
for failure. While the attempted flight of 
* Xungesser and Coli may have been fool- 
ji hardy, in that insufficient measures were 
wtaken to rescue them in case of a forced 
«descent, it was not at ail an impossible 
"undertaking. Sustained flight of that du- 
*ration is proved to be practical. What 
Jhappened we may never know, but of 
^course the Atlantic will be conquered for 
sair travel the same as land. It is inevit- 
able that human life will be sacrificed in 
*pcrfecting this means of transportation

SCHOOL LUNCHES 


Modern schools throughout the coun- 


try are all being built with provisions 
for a cafeteria or lunch room where nour- 
ishing lunches may be supplied to the 
pupils at low cost. In many of the schools 
these cafeterias are run by concession- 
aires. 
In still other systems each school 


maintains its own cafeteria organization. 
The city of Xew York, however, is now 
working out a plan which seems to have 
so many advantages 
that it is worth 


careful consideration by 
other school 


systems. 


The plan is simply to do away with all 


concessionaires and hire an expert dieti- 
cian who has complete charge of every 
feature of the cafeteria work. She is a well' 
paid executive. She plans the menus, pur- 
chases the supplies and checks up on the 
results. She is completely responsible for 
the lunch rooms and it is her job to give 
wholesome, nourishing lunches at the 
lowest cost possible to the pupil and 
with the least expense to the city. Even- 
tually it is hoped that the cafeterias may, 
under efficient management, be self-sup- 
porting. 


The advantage to the pupil is obvious. 


Instead of being at the mercy of a private 
concessionaire, ready at most times to 
sacrifice the pupils' good for private prof- 
it, the pupil will have the benefit of the 
expert knowledge of a skilled dietician. 
Balanced lunches will become more than 
a name. They will become an actual fact 
and a potent force in maintaining a cer- 
tain standard of physical fitness and 
mental alertness during the afternoon 
sessions. 


From the taxpayers' angle, of course 


the new plan is somewhat more expen- 
sive. Instead of receiving a stated income 
from rentals to concessionaires, there is 
an outlay for an executive and her corps 
of assistants. The benefits to be derived 
are so great, however, that the expense 
would seem to be justified.

WHO'S LOOXY NOW* 


It I am not absolutely right In the conviction and 


teaching that no harm comes from ordinary expo- 
sure to cold or wet or chillln&r Mich as is Inevitable 
in the daily life of every one who really lives, it 
should suffice to give me enough rope to hang my- 
self with. 


On the other hand, if there be solid truth In my 


contention, the first recognition of the truth by the 
old timers—the physicians and health authorities 
who still cherish the theory that exposure to cold or 
wet "lowers resistance" or predisposes the individual 
to certain kinds of illness—is likely to manifest it- 
self in irritation, annoyance or peeve. 


Quito a number of the old timei-s have recently 


given such manifestation. In Its politest form the 
peeve is a written of verbal protest to some one who 
presumably exercises censorship over my health 
teaching1.. Xo particular flaw or fault is pointed 
out, but the old timers are just anxious and worried 
lest the people of low intelligence misunderstand 
my teaching's and suffer harm from wrong: ways of 
living. 
' Any normal child or any child minded adult should 
have no trouble in understanding- what I teach about 
this. 1 do not believe any child or adult can pos- 
sibly suffer any harm by reason of misunderstand- 
ing or inability to understand what I urge as the 
right way to live. Xo. the old timers do not put 
their real meaning into words .They haven't the 
courage of their own conviction. What they really 
mean is that if Brady is wrong about the harmless- 
ness of drafts, wet feet, insufficient clothing, chill- 
ing and so on, why then people who accept Brady's 
teachings may expose themselves recklessly to wet 
feet, drafts, wind, bad weather, damp ground and 
all that and catch their death of colds. 


That's about the tune the old timers want to sing, 


but they are In bad voice. 


In calling them old timers I mean to imply that 


they harbor an old time theory. Many of them are 
much younger men than I am. and many of them 
are much better doctors than I am. But they're all 
a bit loony on this col<5 question. I do solemnly de- 
clare. They just keep chattering the same old non- 
sense, or what is worse they skillfully conceal 
thought with language, for instance, assuring the 
dear public that "a draft is merely air in motion and 
s beneficial, not harmful—if properly controlled— 
and leaving the poor dear people to scratch their 
leads over the joker—the proper control of a draft. 
This is no invention of mine. It is a selection from 
ine of the latest public utterances of the old timers 
on the subject. 


Time and asrain I have called names here when

Washington, D. C. — The Chinese, 


n addition to showing a decided dis- 
osition to run their own govern- 


mental affairs and at the present time 
o be anything but hospitable to for- 
igners, also have a marked prefer- 
nce for their own motion pictures. 
'hey are natural motion picture fans, 
ut they want films produced from 
Chinese scenarios and with Chinese 
ctors. 
This is reported by the Department 
f Commerce as of particular interest 
o the motion picture industry of the 
United States which has enjoyed al- 
most a monopoly of foreign films im- 
ported into China. It does not nec- 
ssarlly mean, however, that there is 
o future for American films in China 
>n the contrary, it is predicted that 
he expansion of their own. film in- 
dustry will quicken their interest in 


nd demand for foreign film , which 
rill result in* an increasing market 
or the producers of this country. 
Motion pictures were introduced In- 
o China in 1909, the first 
theater 


eing established in that year, but it 
vas not until 1919 that the Chinese 
produced a film of their own. JJCow 
hey have some 50 producing com- 
panies, 20 of these having been or- 
ganized last year. Shanghai seems to 
>e at present the Hollywood of the 
Chinese motion picture industry, as 
veil as the center for the distribution

Instead of going in for 
"props" that leave everything to the 
imagination, as is done in their spok- 
en drama, in their motion pictures 
the Chinese use real stage settings, 
and almost every scene in the- film 
mentioned presents modern American 
manufacturing articles. 


In a Chinese dwelling, all the fur- 


niture, such as tables, chairs, daven- 
ports, cabinets, beds etc., was decid- 
edly of the Grand Rapids type. In one 
scene the Chinese 
heroine plays a 


phonograph, while her brother, 
an. 


editor, in an adjacent room 
fitted 


with such foreign appurtenances as a 
desk, swi/el chair, typewriter, 
and 


file cabinet, becomes incensed a: the 
playing of a particularly distracting 
popular record. In another scene a 
drawing room is shown with over- 
stuffed furniture and conventional 
foreign paintings or prints. Again, the 
villain hastens to his evil doings in a 
snappy American roadster, and still 
again a bank is pictured that is whol- 
ly Occidental in its equipment. Then 
there is a tea dance, with fox-trot- 
ting and even a bit of a Charleston, 
and a modern cabaret with the men 
wearing tuxedos. 


Tho result of the showing of such 


pictures, produced by the Chinese 
themselves in their own studios, will 
be inevitable to create a wider de- 
mand for innnumcrablc articles of 
foreign manufacture, and if Ameri- 
can 
manufacturers 
fail 
to 


their share of such new business H 
will be their own fault. 


It is interesting to know 
that 


whereas formerly the actor die not 
rate highly in the Chinese social or- 
der, a successful one now enjoys the 
respect and homage of 
his fellow 


countrymen. In the old order ol 
things Oriental, the scholar was hon- 
ored and ranked in the hichcst class.

agent of Oconto-co. is holding seed 
treating demonstrations in various 
centers of the county, advising farm 
ers to purchase Pyrotel before 
the 


stock is exhausted, and to beware of 
the seed solicitor and purchase from 
AVisconsin growers and dealers. He is 
busy in the lines that have for their 
object bigger yields of farm products 
and improved quality. 


One of these seed treating demon- 


Btartions was held at the 
Meadow 


Brook Cheese factory in the town 
of Stiles. Tuesday afternoon, at which 
220 bushels of seed potatoes were 
treated for John JIagnin, Alex Man- 
Kin. Herman Kanack, Frank Halstcd. 
Walter Muck. Alphonse Lemirandc 
and J. H. Newton. 


In this demonshation, Mr. Ethridge 


used the hot formaldehyde treatment 
because it is more rapid, lpss expen- 
sive and 
presents less danger of 


poisoning stock than 
the corrosive 


sublimate treatment. 


METHOD OF TREATMENT 


"In the formaldehyde treatment of 


potatoes.'* says Mr. Ethndge, "one 
pint of formaldehyde is used with 15 
gallons of water. The solution is heat- 
*d to 125 degrees Fahrenheit. The po- 
tatoes are immersed in the hot solu- 
tion and kept in 
>t for 2 
1/™ minutes. 


Then they are removed from the so- 
lution and left in the sacks or covered 
to permit the treatment process to 
continue. The strength of the solu- 
tion is preserved by adding a pint of 
formaldehyde to the solution for ev- 
ery 60 bushels of potatoes treated." 


"A necessary part of the 
equip- 


ment for the formaldehyde treatment 
of seed potatoes is steam and a- large 
tank. In the Meadow Brook Cheese 
factory demonstration. William East, 
cheese maker supplied the steam and 
John Mangnin the tank and other 
equipment. 


Other seed treating demonstrations 


•will be held at'Suring and wherever 
groups of farmers wish to collect and 
can obtain a steam supply for heat- 
ing the solution. Mr. Ethndge has a 
number of applications from 
potato 


growers for treatment of small lots 
of seed potatoes. In these cases, he 
will ajso respond but will use the cor- 
rosive sublimate treatment. 


"Potato growers who have had ex- 


perience," says Mr. Ethridge, "have 
found that it pays to treat seed po- 
tatoes." 


ADVISES USE OF Pl'ROTOL, 


Of the Pyrotol situation, Mr. Eth- 


ndge says that he has been advising 
farmers for the past three years who 
have land to clear of stumps to use 
as much of the cheap government ex- 
plosive as possible while the stock 
lasts. Many farmers have heeded his 
advice, purchased Pyrotol and made 
A saving. Others have hesitated and 
taken it for granted that a supply of 
Pyrotol could be had at any time. 


Mr. Ethndge says that he has learn- 


ed from John Swenehart, who is in 
charge of Pyrotol, that up to July J, 
a supply will be available for Wis- 
consin farmers.

Mr. Ethridge says that very 
little damage has been done to clover, 
alfalfa and sweet clover and there i<= 
plenty of moisture in the soil. "Good 
stands of these grasses and a moist 
soil." says Mr. Ethridge. "mean a 
bumper crop of pasture and hay for 
next -winter's feeding. But more feed 
means more milk and more- milk may 
mean a cheaper price for milk."

3 MAJOR PROBLEMS 
CONFRONTING FARM 
INTERESTSOF STATE 


They Are Tubercular Eradica- 


tion, Wider Use of Fair 
Grounds, Economic land 
Survey 


Madison —C4>)—Three major prob 


lems confronting; agriculture interests 
of the state were outlined recently by 
W. A. Duffy, agricultuial commission' 
cr for Wisconsin. 


In a statement to state 
farmers 


through an agricultural magazine, the 
commissioner said the first problem 
was that of tubercular eradication 
among herds and flocks. The second 
suggestion dealt \\ith the possible use 
of the state fair sroumte on a much 
wider scale, and the last on an eco- 
nomic land survey. 


Great proKrcss has been made in the 


eradication work, he said, throuch the 
cooperation of the state and federal 
government, but area testing must be 
continued until the \\hole state is test 
cd once. 


"A great deal of money and labor 


is invested in our state fair." he s>aid. 
"It seems, to sonic, that much of this 
is wasted when we use this investment 
and labor but a few days a year. Some 
day, in some way. we hope to find 
something that will give us an oppor- 
tunity to utilize the state fair grounds 
more days out of tlic year. It has been 
suggested that the fair grounds be 
used for a market for Wisconsin's 
purebred and grade h\c stock. The 
idea, I think, is one that is adopted 
from the markets that ate so generally 
in use in some of the old countries. 
I hope that we can make the fair and 
the fair grounds of moie use to the 
people of the state. 


TO UTILIZE GROUNDS 


"I feel that the proper working out 


of some sound way 
of utilizing 
the 


fair and the fair grounds is the second 
big project that this office w ill have to 
sohc. I am confident that it can be 
done with the proper cooperation from 
the people. 


"Our last project is one to which 


we have given much thought for many 
years. I am confident that Wisconsin 
should work towards 
an economic 


land survey. We ought to pioperly 
use the land within our borders. 
one will question the statement that 
so far we are not doing it. Outside of 
the land that is used for mining and 
for our cities and villages there arc 
three uses to which our land may be 
economically put. These uses arc ag 
riculture, forests and recreation. We 
have many farmers who are now try- 
ing to farm land that was never in- 
tended to produce food crops. Those 
farmers are the ones who arc causing 
the rest of the farmers in the state to 
complain about surpluses and the low- 
ering of qualify. They arc the men 
that must sell regardless of market 
conditions, poor quality farm produce. 


SET FORESTS ASIDE 


"I am convinced that it would be 


much better for the state to locate our 
forest lands and set them aside for 
that purpose at the earliest possible 
date. It may mean the relocation of 
some of the farmers of the state. By 
doing this, however, we would soon get 
the lands of the state into the most 
efficient and greatest possible earning 
channels. 


"The proper hind of a. land survey 


should also include the location of the 
recreational lands. Wisconsin is des 
tincd to" become the summer 
play- 


ground of the Middle West. ~\Ve should 
know our resources along those lines. 
We should encourage the 4>uilding of 
summer homes along the shores of our 
lakes. 
We should encourage 
the 


building of summpr homes along the 
shores of our lakes. We have much 
land that is better suited to earning 
in that way than in any other. 


"Of course, our department is in 


terested in anything that will help the 
fanners of the state make for them- 
selves better homes and belter liveli- 
hoods. We are the servants of 
the 


people and want to counsel -with them 
in our job of making this a better 
state in tvhich to live."
